People came and went—sometimes 
staying an hour, sometimes several 
hours or a night. 

All of the forty-six rooms except 
one were occupied at midnight, 
about ninety persons being in the 
building. One of the transient cou- 
ples had just ‘left, when the night 
clerk discovered the room they had 
occupied was on fire. While the 
clerk was phoning the proprietor 
and ‘he latter notifying the fire de- 
partment the flames communicated | 
to the corridor, swept upward 
through an air shaft, mushroomed 
down the hallways of the upper 
floors and burned into the rooms. 


VANISH FROM WINDOWS. 


The fire apparatus came quickly, 
but when it arrived the shrieks of 
the men and women on the upper 
floors were beginning to weaken. 

Men and women, sometimes singly, 
sometimes in couples, could be seen 
at the upper windows. Before they 
could open the sashes or break the 
glass, before the firemen could ad- 
juet ladders, flames from within the 
room reached up and picked them 
from the sills. Three such incidents 
were witriessed by the crowds in 
Newark street, one girl, a man and 
a couple toppling backward while 
evidently preparing to leap. 

The bodies of other victims were 
later found in corridors or near doors 
opening into the halls. These bodies 
were so badly charred by the flames 
that they were practically unrecog- 
nizable. 

in one room the rescuers found 
four bodies of dead and a living 
man who had become a raving 
waniac from fright. This man, lat- 
er identified as Richard Dierksen. 
an emplovee of the hotel, was run- 
ning about the interior of the room 
when the firemen broke down the 
door, one of the few which had not 
been touched by the flames. 


BARRICADE OF DEAD. 


To get into the room the firemen 
were obliged to exert great strength 
because four bodies—two men and 
two women—were jammed against 
the door tn a barricade. Dierkeen 
had been afraidto touch the bodies, 
apparently preferring to risk death 
by remaining. How he escaped 
death ts the mystery of the fire. He 
was removed to the hospital for 
treatment for serious burns, too in- 
coherent to explain his presence 
in the room with the dead guests 
or his miraculous escape. 

Many rescues were effected by the 
fremen by means of the escape at 
the rear of the bullding and by ex- 
tending ladders from  edijoining 
roofs. In this latter manner sev- 
eral families, said to be permanent 
residents in the hotel, were saved..

Have Lured Much Coin from 
Family Stockings, 


Managers Gallop to Megt New 
Customers. 


NEW YORK, Jan 30.—By a proc- 
ess of genial warmth, the New York 
banks are coaxing the money out of 


ne longer applies that the banks 
the big town are operated on the 
principle of the old coon song: 
“When you ain’t got ne money you 
needn't com around.” 

Possibly in the big downtown 
banks their strongest asset is not 
geniality toward the small depositor. 
But uptown, oh, my, they are so 


sweet. 


Many of the largest New York 
banks now maintain neighborhood 
branches uptown in the roaring for- 
ties and the more sedate fifties. 

These are the refuge of the white- 
collar people with moderate incomes. 
Oddly enough, these branches are 
operated on the personal-contact 

rinciples that used to obtain ip vil- 

banks years ago. 

SOLICIT BUSINESS. 

As s00n a5 you move into a new 
apartment anywhere from Forty-sec- 
ond street to the park, you find a no- 
tice in your mail box to the effect 
that the branch of such and such a 
bank would think it awfully sweet 
and awfully lovely and awfully dear 
of you if you would Open an account 
them. 

P e fear of the newly arrived 
New Yorker is that you must have 
a couple of millions at least to start 
#n account, and that even then you 
are none too welcome. But when 
you finally make your Way to the 
branch bank to which you have 
been invited you get the emotional 
shock of your life. 

You are met at the door by @ pro- 
fensionally genial young man who 
fairly falls upon your neck. He in- 
vites you into the sacred pen with 
your wife and gossire all about the 
weather and the pvelice department. 


you need only $300 to start an ac- 
count. He says, slyly, that while the 
bank expects you to keep that 
amount on deposit, why you are not 
to worry in the least if you get broke 
and run under. Just as long as you 
kind of try to maintain a general 
average of that amount it will be 
all right with the bank. 

Then he makes the sweetest pos- 
sible ceremony out of selecting a 
check book for your future use. He 
points out the comparative advan- 
tages of a dear, darling little check 
book that folds up in the middle 
and loses everything out of poth 
ends; or a long, red one that gives 
the impression of dignity and stand- 
ing in the community. You select 
the wrong one and come back and 
change it after the third day and 
they all seem flatteringly excited 
about your choice, 

KhECOMES MORE GENIAL 
And so you etart out with a bank 
account and the longer you stick 
around the more genial does the 
bank become. 

When you come in of a morning 
the bank yor bows to you and 
gallops out to shake your hand. He 
tells you with an air of delighted 
confidence that your wife was in the 
day before with her cute little dog, 
and that he thinks your little girl's 
hair te the loveliest he has ever seen. 
and he wonders if you are thinking 
of having itt bobbed, which would 
certainly be a shame. 

In the back room of the bank they 
maintain a rest room where the wives 
meet on the way to the matinee, 
and they have a telephone girl who 
knows all the residence phone num- 
bers and incidentally all the “dirt” 
about everybody. In fact, all that 
these new little branch banks of 
New York need to establish com- 
pletely the “heart and soul” atmos- 
phere of the country store of our 
boyhood days is a sand-box cuspidor 
in the middie of the floor and a 
coal stove in the corner. There is 
no question, however, but that the 
average New Yorker of moderate 
means has hitherto been afraid to 
have a bank account and has been 
in nervous terror of the supposed 
coldness of the bie banks. 


METHODS BRING MONEY. 


The pleasant methods of the 
branch nke, with their unexpect- 
ediy rural and methods, 


have surely brought to the vaults a 
big lot of money which would have 
otherwise been kept in stockings and 
out of circulation. 

Thesé small personal accounts no 
doubt supply the financial ballast to 
take care of the overhead. The main 
dependence of branch banks, of 
course, is upon the shopkeepers of 
the neighborhood. New York is es- 
sentially a succession of village 
groups, like a long chain of little 
towne. Women's hate and gloves 
and toys will herd together in one 
section. and shoes and florists 
will automatically collect in another 
section. It ts these accounts that 
supply the mainstay of the neighbor- 
hood banks. The small accounts 


are the gravy that goes with the 


f 
In another way these corner-store 
ibanks have an object in Ife. 


They 
are the training schools for the big 
downtown banks. Boy tellers and 
cashiers are sent out. as to the bush 
leagues, to learn the game, thereafter 
to be transferred downtown. 

A stranger in New York who is 
suffering from the loneliness you 
hear about need not bother with the 
churches and the societies for the 
thawin out of the forlorn. His bea 
bet will be to take $300 and go 
éowntown to the nearest bank.

The Italian steamer Nettuno, en 
route from Port Arthur, Tex., to 
Brindisi, Italy, was towed into this 
port today by the coast guard cut- 
ter Yamacraw after being afire at 
sea. 

Capt. Bersini attributed the sav- 
ing of his ship to a miracie—the ex- 
Plosion of her fuel-ol] tanks, which 
snuffed out the twenty-hour fire. 
The blaze originated in the engine- 
reom from a bursting feed pipe 
when the Nettuno was four days 
rom Port Arthur, from which she 
cleared January 21 with gasoline 
and fuel oil. 

In a few moments the vessel was 
a seething inferno amidships. 

Seated in his badly damaged cabin 
while his ship swung at anchor here, 
Capt. Bersini described the horrors 
through which he and the ship's 
personnel lived. 

Practically every lifeboat had el- 
-ther been carried away or smashed 
by the buffeting the tanker sustained 
while the fire was wrecking her en- 
gine-room, warping and cracking 
her steel decks and side plates, |

MANILA (P. L). Jan. 30.—Sev-

activities with for each two years. 
“It seers to me that in the United 
States, as well ag in California, many 
boards, bureaus and commissions 
might well be consolidated, and I 
have an idea such a thing could be 
done without sacrificing efficiency. 
1 verily believe this country could 
dimiss half its civil] list of employees 
and not lack for service. 

MUST CHOP EXPENSES. 
“In the next few years the nation 
must cut down its expenses. We 
are paying more than a billion a year 
interest on our bonded indebtedness, 
and nations which owe us large sums 
of money are hte | payment of 
their interest; meanwhile they con- 
tinue to build great navies.

“The public has not been suffi- 
ciently informed that adequate per- 
manent roads would cost more than 
the estimates and bond issues have 
indicated.

In the three bond is- 
sues a total of 6560 miles of State 
roads are proposed; only 1402 miles 
have been paved, or 25 per cent. 
Practically no roads specified in the 
third bond issue have been built. 
Public opinion in California de- 
mands more permanent types of 
construction rather than mileage 
of highways. County roads where 
the taxation is more directly placed 
on the beneficiaries are in some in- 
stances better roads than those 
built by the highway commission. 
We predict that the ifornia pub- 
lic will not continue support frail 
construction og long-life bonds. 

CONCRETE SLAB BEST. 


“This report has called attention 
to numerous failures of concrete 
roads, but it is not intended to con- 
vey the impression that the under- 
signed are opposed to the construc- 
tion of concrete highways. The 
contrary ts true. We believe that 
the most satisfactory type of pave- 
ment to stand heavy traffic condi- 
tions, particularly on insecure 
foundations, te an adequately and 
properly ‘built concrete slab. 

“The California Highway Com-

ANGLE ON IMMIGRATION. 
No more tmportant problem confronte 
the American people today than that of #- 
justing our immigration fregulatiors to meet 
Present world conditions. Go tar our pub- 
heiste have approached this question al- 
most entirely from one angle, the danger 
of flooding this country with the undesir- 
ables, the discontented and the anarchy- 

elements from foreign nations to 
com with American labor. 

That is, indeed, a distinct peril which we 
m 
only—possibly not even the chief—danger 
that will follow unrestricted Immigration. 

The ship companies and other in- 
terested parties lobbying against the John- 
son exclusion bill would sidetrack that 
emergency Measure on the ground that 
there is no proof that unrestricted immigra- 
tion would flood the United States with 
Millions of undesirables. 

Their assumption ts that the undestrables 
of Europe have neither the ambition nor 
the steamer fare to cross the Atlantic in 
sufficient numbers to jeopardize our Amer- 
ican institutions. 

There may be some truth tn this conten- 
thon. At least it is worth examiming. What, 
then, would be the resuit if the ‘‘desirabies” 
of Europe and not the “undésirabdles” were 
allowed at the present time to pour into 
this country without restriction or limite- 
tion? 

One Inference is immediately 
The element that is undeniably desirable in 
Europe for the reconstruction aad rehabill- 
tation of its disorganized industftes may be 
equally undesirable in America where good 
labor is already plentiful and where there 
are no depleted industries to be restored 
and rehabilitated. 

The Department of Labor has just fe 
ported that there are in the United States 
3,473,466 fewer employed this month than 
there Were a year ago. Supposing ft to be 
true that the would-be immigrants from 
Europe represent the best elements there, 
the skilled workers, the men and women of 
laudable ambitions and tndustrious habits— 
and not the loafers and schemers—do the 
American people wish to bring these mil- 
lions of European “desirables” in competi- 
tion with our own home workers at a time 
when business readjustments and deflated 
credits are crowding the labor market and 
threatening a general wage reduction’? 

It has always been the justifiable boast of 
America that we lead the world in the re- 
muneration paid to labor. And because 
this te true the alien propagandists have 
been upabie to stir a red ripple on the sur- 
face of our national life. 

At the present time American wages are 
so far above those paid fm any other coun- 
try that many industriove and capable Eu- 
ropean workers would gladly obtain post- 
tions in America at half the rate command- 
ed by our own labor. Even then they 
would be earning twice what they could 
earn in their own countries. 

The present is no time for increasing the 

competition among our native workers by 
opening the flood gates to the skilled labor 
of foreign lands. Just now the relation be 
tween capital and labor is being harmo- 
tized tn America in a way to augur well for 
the future stability of ovr indvetries As 
a matter of fact, our domestic edjustments 
are more vitally concerned ig probibiting 
immigration at this particular period than 
the national demand for keeping out Red 
agitators. The temper of the nation, so 
far as Bolshevism goes, was sufficiently 
demonstrated at the last November elec- 
tions. 
Therefore, from whatever angi: one views 
the problem of tmmigration, for the good 
ef our own country. for the good of Furope, 
for the good of civilization, the need for en- 
forcing the Johnson exclusion bill as an 
emergency measure is apparen: to all un- 
prejudiced observers. 

For, as a high German official pointed 


out the other day, Burope will suffer far 


resist at any cost. But it fs not the | 


country to drain Europe of its competent 


_ @nd thrifty and ambitious workers. 


Heaven knows that to repair the ravages 
of the war Burope needs all the capable 
workers that her business loaders can 
scrape together. No more desperate policy 
ia conceivable than to allow these to drift 
away to the western world and 60 to aban- 
don E to hunger, despair and the 
tender mercies of the Russian Reds. 

Unfortunately, the bickerings and fac- 
tionalism of European politics have almost 
destroyed hope tu the hearts of the work- 
ers that Burope ever intends to get back to 
solid, business-like reconstruction. So, like

Indications are that the year 1921 
will bring a greater production than 
last year.

Answer: The sample vuteobel to 
by you as bismuthite is contained 
in a matrix of altered garnet.
